Please add the following new claims: 

19. (New) A magnet pole position detector for a rotor that has a plurality of rotating 
magnets disposed on a circular periphery, the detector comprising: 

plates of the same number as the magnets, the plates being made of a magnetic 
material, each of the plates being disposed on the rotor at a position along a circular path 
nearby a corresponding magnet and magnetized by leakage flux on the corresponding 
magnet; and 

a magnetic sensor adapted to output a signal in response to a variation of a magnetic 
flux density on the circular path; wherein 

the detector is configured such that the magnetic flux is concentrated on the ends of 

the plates. 
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
